Abbie Coo, a past president of the Manitoba Amateur 
Hockey Association attended his first hockey game in Winni¬ 
peg in 1904 and has been a close follower of the game ever 
since. For many years he covered hockey as sporting editor 
of the old Winnipeg Telegram. In 1918, shortly after his 
return from overseas, he was elected a member of the hockey 
association executive and has been in office ever since. He 
was president for seven years and with Wm. Noble, another 
veteran, has been senior convener for the past few years. Mr. 
Coo started his hockey career as president of the old Winnipeg 
and district Intermediate League and was also secretary of 
the Manitoba Senior League when Selkirk and Falcon teams 
were holding forth. Abbie played a little commercial hockey 
in Fort William, Winnipeg and Brandon in his youthful days. 

Also a sprinter in his youth, he has been national chairman 
of the track and field committee of the Canadian Amateur 
union. He was manager of Canada’s track team at the Berlin 
Olympics and associate manager at Los Angeles in 1932. He 
was also prominent in lacrosse and is a past president of the 
Canadian Amateur Lacrosse association and an honorary life 
member. He has been president of the Manitoba branch of 
the amateur union and the Winnipeg and Manitoba Lacrosse 
associations as well as a former vice-president of the Mani¬ 
toba Rugby union. 

He is at present president of the Athletic Patriotic associa¬ 
tion which has supplied many thousands of dollars worth 
of sports equipment to the armed forces in Manitoba since 
the outbreak of the war.
